ORDER

On October 8, 1999, Crown Communication Inc. ("Crown") and Kentucky CGSA,
Inc. d/b/a BellSouth Mobility, Inc. (collectively, the "Applicants") filed an application seeking
a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity td construct and operate a wireless
telecommunications facility.' The proposed facility is to be located at 6375 Wades Mill
Road, Winchester, Clark County, Kentucky. The coordinates for the proposed facility are
North Latitude 38° 3' 12.01" by West Longitude 84° 3' 45.2".

Crown has provided information regarding the structure of the tower, safety
measures, and antenna design criteria for the proposed facility. Based upon the

application, the design of the tower and foundation conforms to applicable nationally

' On December 22, 1999, the Applicants amended the application to reflect a lower
structure height than originally proposed.




recognized building standards, and the plans have been certified by a Licensed
Professional Engineer.

Pursuant to KRS 100.987, the Applicants have submitted the uniform application
to the local planning unit for review. No decision of the local planning unit having been
filed with this Commission, it is presumed that the local planning unit approved the
proposed construction. KRS 100.987(4)(c). The Applicants have filed applications with
the Federal Aviation Administration ("FAA") and the Kentucky Airport Zoning Commission
("KAZC") seeking approval for the construction and operation of the proposed facility. Both
applications haVe been approved.

The Applicants have filed evidence of the appropriate notices provided pursuant to
807 KAR 5:063. The notices solicited any comments and informed the recipients of their
right to request intervention. The Commission received several letters protesting the
proposed construction and three parties requested and were granted intervention. A public
hearing was held on February 9, 2000 at the Commission's offices in Frankfort. No parties
opposing the prbposed construction attended the hearing and the matter was submitted
to the Commission for a decision.

Pursuant to KRS 278.280, the Commission is required to determine proper
practices to be observed when it finds, upon compléint or on its own motion, that the
facilities of any utility subject to its jurisdiction are unreasonable, unsafe, improper, or
insufficient. To assist the Commission in its efforts to comply with this mandate, Crown
should notify the Commission if it does not use this antenna tower to provide service in the
manner set out in its application and this Order. Upon receipt of such notice, the

Commission may, on its own motion, institute proceedings to consider the proper practices,
including removal of the unused antenna tower, which should be observed by Crown.

The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and being otherwise
sufficiently advised, finds that the Applicants have demonstrated that a facility is necessary
to provide adequate utility service and therefore should be granted a Certificate of Public
Convenience and Necessity to construct the proposed facility.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Crown is granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to
construct a wireless telecommunications facility. The facflity is to be located at 6375
Wades Mill Road, Winchester, Clark County, Kentucky. The coordinates for the facility are
North Latitude 38° 3' 12.01" by West Longitude 84° 3' 45.2".

2. Crown shall immediately notify the Commission in writing, if, after the
antenna tower is built and utility service is commenced, the tower is not used for a period
of 3 months in the manner authorized by this Order.

Dear Ms. Helton,

On behalf of Mr. Tim Bankes, Mr & Mrs. Russell Thomas, and myself, I would like to
address your Commission’s Order dated 9 Nov 99, regarding Case No. 99-407-UAC.

We appreciate your giving us an opportunity to attend the hearing on 9 Feb 2000 and plan
to attend. We are still very interested in obtaining permission to review the confidential
part of the file (application, etc.) to develop our case but have not yet received permission.

We have met with our local planning and zoning officer who realized the necessity to
protect a landowner from communication towers invading personal privacy, general health
and well-being, and devaluing property. He is invoking legislation to protect a property
owner’s “space” by requiring “x” number of feet from a landowner’s property for each
foot of the tower; however, this legislation is not in place at this time but represents the

position this office will take for future tower installations.

On 15 Nov 99, the Thomases and myself met with Crown Castle representatives, Ron and
Ray Corley, to discuss the tower site and our opposition to the proposed location.
Unfortunately, they were not prepared to provide any information on why that site was
selected or if any other site had been considered during the site survey. However, we did
request them to consider relocating the tower at another entrance to Mr. White’s farm,
which would provide their company with equal benefits (road and heighth). We also
provided him names, addresses, and telephone numbers of landowners in the same area
who were interested in placing the tower on their land (see enclosed list).

We also referred to the opposition stated in the letter from the Mt. Sterling Montgomery
County Airport, which was forwarded to the FAA, Atlanta, GA, for review and action
(copy enclosed), and asked if they could lower the tower. The representatives did not
think this would be considered. '

The meeting adjourned with the Crown Castle representatives promising to notify us when
they reviewed the file (in a couple of days) to further discuss the tower and provide us




with the technical requirements used in site selection; in addition to gaining us access to
the file. We have not heard from them to date.

Thank you for granting us the motion to intervene and we will look forward to the
February 9" hearing,

If information regarding potential alternative sites is filed by an intervenor, the
Applicants shall file their response to that information within 45 days from the date of
this Order, including in such responsé a report of their review of the feasibility of the
alternative sites presented by the intervenor.

As a final matter, Ms. Wells-Ball also requests an extension because she states
that she received notice of the proposed construction on October 27. Presumably, the
requested extension concerns the time in which a motion to intervene may be filed.

Since Ms. Wells-Ball's motion to intervene is granted by this Order, the requested

extension is moot.




IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The motions of Ms. Wells-Ball and Mr. Bankes to intervene are granted.

2. The Intervenors shall be entitled to the full rights of a party and shall be

I am opposed to construction of the tower at the proposed site since the landowner, Terry
White, has at least 100 acres of farm land that could be used instead of situating in the
comner of the farm next to the resident’s houses. I am sure that another location on Mr.
White’s farm could be used that would have a lesser impact; i.e., being unsightly,
devaluating our homes, and causing undue stress on the homeowners.
